WASHINGTON. — The West Euro- 
pcan allies have rejected 
Amcrien'a strong uppeRls to oppose 
the anti-Israel UN General 
Assembly draft resolution. U.S. of- 
flclnls said yesterday, 

InatCtad, the European nine are 
now expected to abstain when the 
vote is called later this week. 

Thus, the U.S. and Israel are ex- 
pected to bo almost completely 
isolated during the roll call. 

European diplomats said their 
abstention wiii be desigTied to 
signal independence from 
Washington. 

According to American officials, 
the U.S. last week circulated a 
sharpiy-worded paper among the 
• nine European nations, arguing 
that the Western allies should re- 
main united during this tense 

. period. 


: Waldheim calls for 
1 Palestinian state 

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim called for the establish- 
ment of an independent Palestinian 
state when speaking at a dinner 
given by the Arab League last 
night, guests at the dinner reported 
yesterday. 

One guest said that the Arab 
‘ League representative at the UN, 
Olovis Maksoud, was so pleased by 
Waldheim's strong pro-Arab posl- 
■ tioR that he planned to distribute a 
transcript of the ^atement ver- 
batim. 

There was no immediate reaction 
by UN officials to the account of 
Waldheim’s remarks, said to have 
included a reiteration of his view 
that the PLO must be brought into 
peace negotiations, and his en- 
dorsement of Palestinian self- 
determination.

VaSHINCTON IAP». — The U.S. 
Defence Department announced 
Friday an unexpected sale of an ad- 
ditional 67 advanced M-60 tanks to 

Egypt* 

• In a letter asking for con- 
gressional approval of the sale, the 
^Ugon said it wanU to provide 
jjeypt the additional 67 M-60 tanks 
with sophisticated gun-aiming 
equipment for about $i04m. Instead 
(rf 130 M-4S tanka, which experts say 
■re obsolete. 

The new sale follows by four 
Sionths an allotment of 244 M-60 
tanka to replace the Egyptians* old 
Russian-supplied armour that is 
fast becoming unserviceable. That 


deal cost $454.lm and has been ap- 
proved by the U.S. Congress. 

The Pentagon said the additional 
67 M-60S will come out of a "produc- 
tion slot which had been allocated 
to the U.S. Army.” The tank sale 
will delay delivery of tanks to the 
U.S. Army for six to seven weeks 
“with consequent effect on (U.S.) 
Army readiness,” the Pentagon 
said. 

At Che time of the announced sale 
of 244 M-60s in March, officials said 
those tanks would also come out of 
new production and would cause 
delay of up to 18 months in the 
delivery of 64 such tanks to the U.S. 
Army.

Cairo denies it plans 
to recall ambassador

Denying any Intention of recall- 
ing its ambassador to Israel if 
Premier Menahem Begin moves 
his office to East Jerusalem, Egypt 
yesterday accused the Israel news 
media of "fabricating” news in- 
sinuating that Cairo was stalling 
the peace process. Reports of such 
Egyptian intentions was reported in 
most Israeli papers on Friday. 

“Wc have no intention of recall- 
ing our ambassador," one official 
was quoted as saying. He added 
that Begin’s planned move would 
not even affect the ongoing 
negotiations between the two coun- 
tries over the proposed autonomy 
for the West Bank and the Gasa 
Strip. The official said that 
representatives of the two countries 
would meet tomorrow, this coming 
Wednesday and next week to 

aulo.on,v talk. 

The mass-circulation 
government-controlled Ai-Akkbar 
said the rumour concerning the 


recalling of Ambassador Saad Mor- 
t.ida was “invented to cause a rum- 
pus and to give the impression that 
Egypt was backing out of the peace 
process." In a front-page commen- 
tary. the semi-official Ai-AhTiam 
said certain Israeli ofncials, for 
reasons of their ewn, had made the 
false assumption that President 
S.idat Wi-is insincere in his desire for 
ponce. 

Even Egyptian foreign ministry 
officials, in moments of doubt, said 
they thought the purpose of the 
Jerusalem bill was to provoke 
Egypt into a second suspension of 
the autonomy talks. Then the Israel 
government could lay the blame on 
President Sadat and play for time. 
The only possible response, they 
reasoned, was to go ahead writh the 
autonomy talks as It notlilng had 
happened and conduct the cam- 
paign against Israeli measures in 

Jerusalem m other forums.

Assad summons Ba’ath for 
‘war’ against Brotherhood 


Jerusalem Post Stfiff'-- 

Syrian President Hafez Assad last 
night summoned the top leadership 
of his ruling Ba’ath party to an ex- 
traordinary conference to discuss 
the mounting opposition against his 
regime by the powerful Moslem 
Brotherhood movement. This is the 
flrst time the party's polltbureau 
has been convened for an emergen- 
cy meeting since 1975, when the 
^rian political leadership was urg- 
ed to back the disengagement 
agreement with Israel on the Golan 
Heights. 

In a meeting with the Ba’ath par- 
ty central committee over the 
weekend, Assad admitted that the 
state is engaged in an open war with 
opposition forces championed by 
the Moslem Brotherhood, who are 


demanding that Assad’s minority 
Shla Alawite Moslem sect hand over 
power to the majority Sunni com- 
munity. 

The Syrian news agency, Sanan, 
reporteii on Friday that Auad had 
said that most of the opposiUon 
le adership mainly in the northern 
port city of Aleppo — has been 
eliminated and that the rest are now 
being pursued. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
last week said that Assad had urged 
the Soviet Union to step Into Syria to 
protect the Ba’ath government as 
was the case In Afghanistan. But at 
the same time Sadat warned the 
Russians that should they take 
Assad's advice they might find 
themselves in a real confrontation 
Viith other countries In the area. 


Begin marks 67th birthday

Both Carter and Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie. In his 
separate message, congratulated 
Begin on his "speedy recovery.” 


‘BiDygate’ affair threatens candidacy 

Democrat rebels bid 
to replace Pres. Carter 


WASHINGTON. — Fifty 
Democratic ^‘rebels’* fn the 
House of Representatives have 
discussed seeking a new 
presidential candidate amid the 
controversy over ties between 
President Jimmy Carter's 
brother Billy and Libya, con- 
gressional sources revealed 
yesterday. 

The congressmen, who have held 
at least two meetings, talked about 
a possible “open” party convention 
in New York in August and a can- 
didate other than Carter, the 
sources ^d. 

Vice-President Walter Mondale 
and Secretary of State EdmiUnd 
Muskie were said to be among 
alternative candidates mentioned, 
at the meetings. 

The sources said that some trade 
union leaders, including supporters 
of Carter's rival for the nominatioa, 
Senator Edward Kennedy, had 
reported mounting criticism »rn f«"g 
their members over the Billy 
Carter affair and its possible effect 
on the Democrats’ chances in the 
November election. 

BUly Carter finally registered as 
an agent of the Libyan government 
on July 14 alter revealing he had 
received $220,000 in loans from the 
Libyan government. The Justice 


Department then dropped an in- 
vestigation and decided there was 
no need for prosecuting Billy tor not 
registering earlier. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell, asked Friday night to 
assess the political damage &e Bil- 
ly Carter affair had caused his 
brother, said: “It Is obvloxialy eui 
extremely difficult situation tor us. 
But we feel confident we will come 
out right in the end." . 

Carter has so far kept a firm grip 
on his big batch of convention 
delegates who could ensure his 
renomination in New york as the 
Z>emocratic presidential candidate.

the House "rebels” felt a new mam 
was needed to unite the Democrats 
before the November 4 presidential 
and congressional elections against 
the- Republican Patty and>Roaald 
Reagan, who enjoys a big lead over 
Carter In opinion polls. 

The "rebels” were also said by 
the sources to be anxious to make, 
clear that their meetings should not 
be regarded as a drive to make. 
Kennedy the Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee.

Move to enlist Henry Jackson 


SEATTLE (UPIt. — Sen. Henry 
Jackson has decided not to attend 
the 1980 Democratic convention, 
amid reports his supporters were 
urging him to seek a place on an 
alternative Democratic ticket. 

Jackson's press secretary said 
the senator was doing "absolutely 
nothing” to encourage a move by 
opponents of President Jimmy 
Carter to force an open convention, 
which would free Carter delegates 
to vote for someone other than the 
president. 


Jackson, who unsuccessfully 
sought the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1976, has not missed 
a convention in his 10 years as a 
Deroccratic member of Congress. 

Jackson's name has surfaced in 
recent weeks as a possible alter- 
native to either Carter or Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, as a possible 
vice presidential running mate for 
either the Democrats or indepen- 
dent John Anderson, and as a possi- 
ble cabinet member in a Reagan 
administration. 


Coimally to Israel next month in M.E. tour

WASHINGTON. - Former Texas 
governor John Connally has 
scheduled an early August visit to 
Israel as part of a swing through 
Western Europe and the Middle. 
Bast. 

Connally, who unsuccessfully 
sought the Republican presidential 
nomination, has since become a 
strong supporter of Ronald Reagan, 
the RepubUcan nominee. 

Several political observers here 
in Washington interpreted Con- 
nally's overseas tour as part of an 

of state or'defence in a Reagisira-a^- 
minlstratioh. But Connally denies 
any such desire. 

Since dropping out of the 
Republican primaries, Connally 
has developed a close, personal 
relattonahip with Reagan. The two 
men meet often, according to 
Regan insiders, who further 
that Connally has been very effec- 
tive In enlisting big busihe&s and oil 
company support for the former 
California governor. 

As a candidate, Connally angered 
Israel’s supporters last Octoter 11 
when he told the Washington Press 
Club that the Arabs must "ioraake 
the oil weapon In return for Israel's 
withdrawal from the occupied 
territories.” 

That explicit linkage between the 
Arab-Israeli conflict and 
guaranteed oil supplies separated 
Connally from ‘ the othe'r 
Democratic and Republican 
presidential contenders, all of 
whom criticized his Middle East 
stance. Among his sharpest critics 
was Reagan.

Jordanian indicted for threat to Carter 


FORT WORTH, Texas tAP). — A 
federal grand jury has indicted 21- 
year-old Majed Ahmad Khamls, of 
Amman, on a charge of threatening 
the life of the U.S. president. 

The indictment, returned- 
Wednesday, was based on 
statements- from two men who said 
they overheard Khamls say he was 
a captain in the Palestine Ubera- 
tion Organization awaiting orders 
to assassinate whoever is elected 
president this tall. The men told 
Secret Service agents Khamls told 
them he had killed 100 people 
already. 

But Khamls’ court-appointed at- 
torney, Joe Floyd, claims the two 
brothers, also Arabs, made the 
allegations to get revenge In a "pet- 
ty dispute" over a car. 

The brothers, Fadel and Shahwan 


Shabwan, told agents Khamls also 
had claimed he kiUed two Lebanese 
brothers who were found shot to 
death near a shopping mall in Oc- 
tober 1978. 

In a sworn statement, they said 
Khamis took them to an apartment 
and showed them a cache of guns 
and ammunition. 

Police found a similar supply of 
guns, grenades, ammunition and 
three PLO fiaga in two bailments 
where Khamis reportedly once liv- 
ed. 

Khamls, the son of an accotmtant, 
was arrested July 19 in San Jose, 
California. He was bnnight back to 
Dallas, where a federal magistrate 
set his bond at $lm. He was being 
held in the Dallas'Coun^ jail. 

If convicted, he could go to prison 
for up to five years. 


Saudis confirm: Amin is Msiting’ 


JEDDA (Reuter). Saudi 

Arabia yesterday confirmed for the 
first time that Idi Amin, the Ugan- 
da dictator overthrown in a coup 
last year, was in the country. 

But the official Saudi press agen- 
cy quoted a responsiblde source as 
sayiiig that the ex-president, a 
Moslem , was In the kingdom not as 
a refugee but for a pilgrimage to 
the holy places of Islam. 

The agency said that the source. 


commenting on British press 
reports that Amin had taken refuge 
In Saudi Arabia, had noted ”it is the 
right of any Moslem to perform Ms 
religious duties.” 

When a British television Joui> 
nallst interviewed the ex-president 
at a secret location earlier tills 
year, it was widely reported in the 
British press that the former Ugan- 
dan leader was living in exile in a 
Jeddah hotel. 
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Former foreign minister Afoahe 
Dnynn, MK, said on Friday it was 
“unnocoasary" to bring the 
Jerusalem bill to the Knesset now, 
even though he had voted for it. He 
also said ho was opposed to moving 
the prime minister's bureau to East 
Jcnisalcm and had objected to such 
a move white he was a member of 
the cabinet. 

Interviewed by Israel Television, 

, 'Dtiytui stressed that he had no com- 
punctions about voting for the bill, 
which declares Jerusalem Israel's 
eternal .and indivisable capital. 
Still, he said, he found “no great 
necessity” in the bill tabled by MK 
Gcula Cohen, and saw several im- 
portant elements missing from it. 

The Jerusalem bill has provoked 
widespread criticism throughout 
the world and has been mentioned 
in the special session of the UN 
General Assembly convened now in 
New York. Dayan said the special 
session devoted to Israel and the 
Palestinian issue was an indication 
of Israel's deterlorf ag status. 

Elements missing Jn Cohen's bill, 
according to Dayan, should deal 
with the status of reli^ous sites and 
“municipal organisation." In the 
long run, he said, it will be the city's 
demographic make-up that will 


determine its status. To this end the 
government should initiate con- 
slnictlnn of housing projects on the 
eastern slopes on the city west of 
Mn'alc Adumim. Such building — 
nn publicly owned land — would en- 
sure thnt the majority of Jerusalem 
residents would be Israelis, and this 
in turn would determine what 
Dayan called the capital's 
"municipal sovereignty." 

Moving the premier's bureau to 
E.ost Jerusalem, however, would be 
"unwise," according to Dayan. 
Such a step would provoke a 
ncg.ativc response in the U.S. and 
hamper the autonomy negotiations. 
Israel, he said, must do its best to 
cAse the negotiations with the 
Egyptians and not Impose ad- 
ditional obstacles to the talks. 

Dayan emphatically denied 
reports that he and former defence 
minister Eser Weissman had 
promised the Egyptian leadership 
that they would do their best to 
soften Israeli positions in the 
autonomy talks. He himself had 
never taken part in the autonomy 
talks, and in unofflclal conver- 
sations with Egyptian leaders had 
never deviated from the official 
Israeli position. Dayan said. (Itlm)

BAT YAK (Itira). — It would be an 
exaggeration to claim that the 
Jerusalem Bill will do anything for 
Jerusalem, "but when such a bill la 
tabled it is impossible to vote 
against It," former Labour prime 
minister Yitzhak Rabin said on Fri- 
day night in a public interview 
programme organized by the local 
labour council. 

Rabin said it was Important to 
build Jerusalem by deeds and not 
by empty declarations. He added 
that prime ministers since the Six 
D^ War bad acted correctly In 
retraining from moving their of- 
fices to East Jerusalem. 

In response to a question, Rabin 
declared that if he were chosen to 


head a forthcoming Labour govern- 
ment there would be room In 
such a government for the current 
pjirty head, Shimon Peres, whom 
he is challeng^ing. He refused, 
however, to retract any of the , 
charges he levelled against Peres 
in his autobiography. 

In a separate meeting, Tel Aviv 
Labour Council secreta^ Ooy Ben 
Meir said the Peres-Rabin personal 
dispute was "an open sore" in the 
life of the party and It was essential 
that it be brought to an end as soon, 
as possible. "The par^ is getting 
sick of the whole thing and if the 
two can't find a way to settle it we'll 
have to look for other alternatives," 
he said.

five-year-old daughter Mizit. 
Mizrahi put the car in reverse and 
proceeded to drive out of the park- 
!r^ space. As the car began to 
move; a huge explosion shook the 
whole area and flames shot out of 
the car. 

PasSersby managed to get the 
mother and daughter, both severely 
injured, out of the burning car and 
transferred them to Wolfson 
Hospital In Tel Kabir. 

Avraham Mizrahi. Hmina's 35- 
ycar-old husband, the owner of a 
mllkbar in Bat Yam's Rehov Ben- 
Gurion, has told the police he baa no 
enemies and knows of no one who 
would want to hurt him. 

An official police source said 
yesterday that although Mizrahi 
has not been convicted of criminal 
acts, he is known to the police in-

Cafeolics riot 
in Belfast 

BELFAST (UPI). ~ Roman 
Catholic youths went on a rampage 
of rioting and car burning last 
Thursday after a local 16-year-old 
was killed fay police in what one 
moderate politician described as 
"summary execution.” 

Michael McCartan was shot dead 
by a policeman while daubing an 
IRA slogan on a Bel&st wall. Gerry 
Fitt of the moderate, mainly 
Roman Catholic, Social 
Democratic and Labour Party, and. 
Member of' Parliament for West 
Belfast said on Thursday the death 
“has caused bitter resentment 
among many people in Northern 
Ireland who have no time for the 
IRA It was never envisaged that 
graffiti writing, however offensive, 
would be an offence which called 
for summary execution." 

But the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary said on Thursday that 
McCartan. was shot dead on 
Wednesday' night because It was 
dark and police mistook a paint- 
brush he was holding for a gun. 

Cars, trucks and buses were seiz- 
ed and burned city-wide as gangs of 
youths built barricades and fought 
running battles with police udio 
arrested dozens of yoxiths. 

Early on FYiday, large parts of 
the city were closed to traffic as the 
violence spread, but there were no 
reports of serious injury.

The sources said the temperature 
of Mohammed Reza Pahlavi, con- 
fined to the NUeaide Maadl Hospital 
for the past four weeks, soared un- 
expectedly to an alarming 40 C on 
Friday. 

Baffled doctors managed to bring 
it down to somewhere between 37.5 
and 38 yesterday .with analgesics 


and cold fomants. They re- 
examined his body. X-rayed his 
chest, and re-cheeked an abdominal

The doctors found Pahlavl's con- 
dition "stationary" and could not 
explain Frida's dramatic rise In 
his temperature, the sources said. 

The deposed monarch, who suf- 
fers. from chronic lymph cancer, 
remains confined to the Intensive 
care unit of the elite military 
hospital, the sources said. He is like- 
ly to remain hoepitallzed for 
another six weeks.

The Soviet troops opened fire on 
the Afghan soldiers after the 
Afghans mutinied and attempted to 
defect and join np with the anti- 
Marxist rebels who control most of 
the rugged countryside, the 
traveller said.

Tourism up 7 % for January-June

The number of toiurlsts In Israel 
increased by 7 per cent In the first 
half , of 1980, compared to the cor- 
responding period last year, the In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Ministry and the Central Bureau of 
Statistics announced on EViday. 

The number of visitors between 
Januoty and the end of June was 
■ 578,400. 

' The number of European tourists 
increased 15 per cent, to 868,000,' 
while the number of vbiltort from 
the U.S. dipped by 1 per cent, to . 
148,000. The tourism administration 


noted that American tourism to 
Spain and Greece had dropped by 
60 per cent, and -considered the 
relative stability In the level of 
tourism to Israel an achievement. 

During the last few months, 10.- 
000 tourists have come from the 
U.S. on charters run by El A1 and 
other companies. In all, some 111,- 
000 tourists came by charters dur- 
ing the first half of the year — an Inp 
crease of 45 per cent. 

About 81,000 tourists came from 
West Germany, 69,000 from Britain, 
62,000 from France and 41,000 from 
Scandinavia.

The manager of a securities 
department of one of the cotmtry’s 
larger commercial banks described 
to The Jeruaalem Poet 
the technique used by mutual fund 
managers to accelerate yields: 

They accumulate relatively large 
quantities of a given stock whose 
total outstanding share capital is 
small. When the manager feels that 
the remaining supply is small; he 
will continue to place buying 
orders. 

Due to the small supply, the extra 
demand will push up the price of the 
given security at a dizzying pace. 

Whlfe It Is difficult to ascertain 
whether the fate of Duhek shares 
falls Into this category, this techni- 
que may explain Thursday's 12.6 
per cent rise in the price of those 
shares, after a relatively small de- 
mand ot 1315,900 nominal value. 
The Dubek shares rose by 26 per 
cent during the week. 

Another possible ease in point 
nould be the Lodzia options, which 


rose by more than 31 per eent over 
the week’s four trading sessions. 

Early in the week. Index-linked 
bonds continued to move slowly 
higher, in very thin trading. On 
Thursday trading turnovers ex- 
panded to IS24m.

Reports from Wall Street indicate 
that we may be treated to a “battle 
royale" when a group of Israeli in- 
vestors tries to gain control of the 
United Merchants and Manufac- 
turers textile company, a major 
American textile concern whose 
shares are registered on the New 
York Stock Exchange. The Israeli 
group so far has amassed 10.44 per 
eent of the outstanding share 
capital of United Merchants and 
Manufacturers, the single largest 
individual holding.

The second quarter earnings in- 
creases were still Impressive, rang^ 
Ing up toTl24 per cent for Standard 
Oil Co. (Ohio), which benefited 
from rising Alaskan oil productloa. 
But virtually all the companies 
reported smaller increases in 
profits than during the first 
quarter.

IRP had proposed as its leading 
candidate Jalaleddin Farsi, who 
liaised in the 1970s with the PLO in 
' Lebanon. 

If approved by the Majlis. Mir- 
Saiim will be Iran's first full 


prrnWor siuco tliq February 1979 
revolution. 

The country has effectively been 
ruled by the LS-man Revolutionary 
. Council, hcadod by President Bani- 
Sadr. which Is now supposed to 
yield its functions to the new 
cabinet. 

Political sources said it was too 
soon to say what effect the appoint- 
ment of Mlr-Salim would have on 
‘ the hostage crisis. 

The IRP. which already has a 
dominating role in the Majlis, is 
likely to take a major share of 
cabinet posts. Combined with the 
expected departure of figures like 
Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotb- 
aadch, who has sought a negotiated 
settlement on the hostages, this 
could toughen the terms lor the cap- 
tives* release. 

Mir-Salim, a specialist In thermo- 
dynamics, was educated at French 
universities and worked for a while 
in French Industry. He returned to 
Iran before the revolution and took 
a teaching post at Teheran 
Polytechnic.

Hijackers of Kuwaiti plane 
‘had help’ smuggling arms 


KUWAIT (AP>. — One of the two 
Jordanian hijackers who sur- 
rendered to Kuwait police has told 
investigators that two persons 
helped him at Beirut Airport to 
smuggle weapons Into the hijacked 
Kuwaiti jetliner, Kuwait's security 
chief. Col. Mohammed Kahandi, 
said yesterday. 

The Jordanians, Toussef Moufleh 
and Okbman Abdul Kkrim, hijacked 
a Kuwait Airways Boeing 73? with 
80 persons aboard *on Thursday 
while on a Beirut-Kuwait flight. 
They surrendered to Kuwaiti police 
on Friday. 

Moufleh said an "artist'' he knew 
told him he would find the weapons 
in a bag on the bus which carried 
the passengers from the -airport

building to the plane, according to 
Kabnndi. 

The artist was not identified, but 
Moufleh reportedly said a man 
identified only as "Abu al-Lali" 
helped him smuggle the guns and 
hand grenades used in'the hijacking 
into the airport and then to the bus. 

Kabandi said investigation was 
still continuing with the two hi- 
jackers "to know their declared 
and undeclared motives." 

He said Moufleh was demanding 
a total of 624.000 Kuwaiti ^nars 
($2.9m.) , part of which was alleged- 
ly owed him by a Kuwaiti 
merchant, and part as compensa- 
tion for his deportation from 
Kuwait last year. 


Oil firms blamed for tanker fire 


DUBLIN lUFZ). — A judicial 
report on Friday blamed two major 
oil companies, for a tanker explo- 
sion that took 90 lives off the Irish 
coast 18 months ago. ^ 

The major blame for the expl& 
Sion of the 61.000-ton Betelguese 
was ascribed to the PYencta oil com- 
pany Total, owners of the ship. 

Gulf Oil, owners of the offshore 
terminal on Whlddy Island in Ban- 
try Bay where the ship was docked, 
was accused of coveting up their 
failure to provide adequate safety 
precautions. 

The French crew, two visitors 


and workers on an adjacent jetty 
died in the explosion and fire on 
January 8, 1979. 

Officials saJd the report will be 
sent to the republic’s director of 
public prosecutions to consider 
possible court action. 

The report found that inadequate 
maintenance and Incorrect 
ballasting by the French company 
put extensive stress on the hull, 
causing It to break its back while it 
was taking on ballast. Gulf Oil was 
blamed for failing to provide 
suitable escape craft. 


FBI watehing Algerian consulate

State Department officials have not 
been successful in gaining permis- 
sion from the Algerians for the FBI 
to either investigate the interest 
section premises or to speak with 
its employees. 

Asked if the FBI had the Iranian 
interest section surrounded, the 


spokesman said. '*'Tou can assume 
we’r^Jto6pIng pretty close watch on. 
the place." 

David BelSeld. 29, also known as 
Daoud Salahuddin, a member of a 
Black Muslim sect, has been charg- 
ed with first degree murder and 
conspiracy In the shooting last 
Tuesday of ^ Akbar Tabatabal, 
49. at the latter’s home in suburban 
Bethesda, Maryland. Tabatabai 
was press attache at the Iranian 
Embassy in Washington before the 
shah was toppled from power. Since 
then, Tabatabm had been a vocal 
critic of the regime of the Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. 


Cuban gay refugees go to San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI). -- 
Twenty-five Cuban refugees came 
quietly to San Francisco Friday 
night under a programme spon- 
sored: by the city's homosexual 
community. 

They did not go into the airport 
building, but went directly 
their plane to a charter^ . biia, 
which took them to the city's 
predominantly homosexual Castro 
district. 

Earlier plans for a noisy and 
jubilant welcome for the Cuban 


refugees were scrubbed at the re- 
quest of the U.S. State Department. 
It asked that the refugees not be ex- 
posed to undue publicity. Gay 
leaders were also concerned that 
excess publicity could cause 
problems for the refugees because 
U.S. immigration laws make It 
hard for' acknowledged homosex- 
uals to become citizens. 

The Cubans were released from a 
refugee camp on a six-month 
parole, which may be eventually 
extended to two years. 


China may renew 
top job for 
Deng Xiaoping 

TOKTO (API. — Senior Vlee- 
Promicr Deng Xiaoping will be 
named China's head of state — a 
post .abolished five years ago ^ In a 
meeting next month of the National 
People's Congress, a Japanese 
newspaper reported yesterday. 

The independent mass circula- 
tion yominri SAimbteit, quoting 
what it' called “very" reliable 
sources In Tokyo, also said Hua 
Guofeng would give up his post as 
premier but retain that of Com- 
munist Party chairman. 

The 59-year-ald Hua would be 
replaced by Zhao Zlyaag, currently 
vice premier, the paper said. Zhao, 
61, is a protege of the 76-year-old 
Deng who since assuming the vice 
premiership In January lias handl- 
ed the daily affairs of state. 

The Chinese Foreign Ministry 
said It knew nothing about a new 
post for Deqg. 

But. if . the report Is correct, 
China's constitution will have to be 
revised since the post of head of 
state was abolished at the 1979 
National Pe^le's Congress. The 
last head of state was Liu Shaoql, 
who WAS purged during the 1960s 
Cultural Revolution and died in dis- 
grace in 1969. He was posthumously 
rehabilitated earlier this year. 

U.S. reporter 
‘charged with 
spying’ in Iran 

TEHERAN (Reuteri ATeheran 

newspaper yesterday published a 
series of accusations including 
charges of espionage against 
Cynthia Dwyer, an American 
freelance journalist arrested here 
in May. ' 

But an official in the 
revolutionary prosecutor's office 
said it had not received any formal 
notification of charges filed against 
her by the Central Revolutionary 
.Committee, Teheran's chief public 
security body. A committee official 
declined to comment. 

The"Islamlc Republic^ 
newspaper quoted a publication 
called "Guardian of the Islamic 
Revolution." itself said to be 
published by the "Guardsmen of 
the Central Committee." 

It said Dwyer, bom 49 years ago 
in Arkansas, is accused of "taki^ 
actions towards spying and prepar- 
ing the ground for renewed U.S. 
military attack on &an." Dwyer 
was said to . have been trying to 
identify counter-revolutionary 
groups for the U.fi. Central 
Intelligence Agency, and to have 
cooperated with a group aiming to 
free the S3 Ameiican hostages held 
in Iran. 

Revolutionary Guards detained 
Dwyer, who was accredited as a 
journalist for a publication in Buf- 
falo, New York, at the Teheran 
Hilton Hotel on May 5.

COPENHAGEN. - Delegates to 
the UN Conference on Women of- 
riclnlly voted here (or the first time 
on Friday. For some of the women 
present, it may also have been their 
first time over — nine of the coun- 
tries represented here, seven of 
them Arab, have yet to extend the 
right to vote to their women. But of 
course you'll find no mention of 
such things in the annals of this 
forum, 

I must say that ne\'er before have 
T witnessed a voting session of a (JN 
body, and until you watch such a 
spectacle from beginning to end. 
you cannot understand what the 
West ~ and Israel ~ Is up against. 

The issue being voted on EViday 
afternoon was the amendment 
proposed by India, ehsirraan of the 
bloc of non-aligned nations, to 
provide assistance to Palestinian 
women. The amendment had been 
“square-bracketed" (earmarked 
for debate only after less con- 
troversial Issues had been dealt 
with) for more than a week, ^scus- 
sion actually began Thuraklay night 
but was advanced until Friday 
when the West pleaded for more 
time. 

What made the amendment con- 
troversial WM not that it would es- 
tablish numerous programmes to 
help Palestinian women, but that it 
wo^d do so in "consultation and 
cooperation with ttu Palestinian 
Liberation Organisation, the 
representative of tl^ Palestinian 
people" and also that it would 
provide among other services 
“political assistance." 

Also troublesome to the West was 
a pari^aph which calls upon the' 
UN and Its agencies to collect and 
disseminate information about the 
effect of Israeli occupation on the 
“social and economic conditions of 
Palestinian women" and their 
“struggle for achieving self- 
determination, right at return, and 


right to n,-(ticnai independence and 
sovereignty." 

On Friday morning the chairman 
of Committee Two, which is study- 
ing all portions of the draft 
programme of action that have in- 
tcrnational implications, an- 
nounced yet another delay in voting 
on the controversial amendment 
Friday afternoon, the chairman an- 
nounced that a contact group had 
been osUbUshed by the president of 
the conference, Danish Professor 
lAsc Oatergaard, and that in con- 
sultation with representatives of 
various factions, some attempt 
would be made to find "language 
. wc can ail live with." 

The Libyan representative im- 
mediately demanded a vote, ignore 
ing the chairman who appealed to 
the committee to tiave faith in the 
convention's president and her 
ability to reach a compromise 
between East and West. The Soviet 
Union followed with a proposal that 
tlie committee vote immediately. 
The Netherlands and Sweden, 
boiTiflod that Ostergaard was be- 
ing Ignored, protested. 

The chairman, uncertain of what 
to do — most women here are not 
professionals who understand - 
parliamentary procedure — 
proceeded with the vote. No one un- 
derstood what was a “yea" vote and 
what was a "no" vote until they 
looked around to the other 
delegations. There was so much 
con^ion that the chair declared a 
recess. During the fifteen minutes 
that it 'took to straighten out 
procedural questions, a Bulgarian 
delegate took the chair. Ebcercising 
the prerogative of the chair to make 
decisions, he bulldozed the 
delegates Into voting. 

No one pretended to be indepen- 
dent. The Russian delegate actually 
yelled out "da" when the Ukrainian 
vote came, and then a “da" for her 
own country. When Pakistan, con- 
fused, voted with the West, the 
assembly howled with laughter and

Food-short Bolivia miners

LA PAZ (AP) . — Troops shot and 
killed two gunmen hi downtown La 
Paz overnight, ^tnesaes here said 
yesterday, and two railway bridges 
were reported blown im In southern 
B^via as scattered resistance con- 
tinued against tiie sew military 
regime. 

But the tin miners of southern 
Bolivia, who had been the core of 
the fight against the week-old 
junta, were reported to 
have ended their resistance on Fri- 
day. 

The state-owiieti Bolivian Mining 
Corporatioin said that the estimated- 
10,000 retaelUous tin misers had 
gone back to work. There was no 
confirmation of from labour 
sources, but travellers from the 
area «ald the minen' leaders had 
begun negotiations with the 
miUtsry. 

Roman Catholic church sources 
indicated that the miners, who had 
been surrounded hy troops after 


blocking access to the mines, had 
run out of food. 

Witnesses said^that the gunbattle 
on the main aveiwe of this Andean 
capital broke out at about midnight 
on Friday, when two unidentified 
men opened Ore on a passing army 
jeep. The soldiers gave chase, cor- 
nering the men and killing them In 
a hail of bullets. 

In Washington on Friday, 
Secretary of State Edmund Maslde 
announced that U.S. economic 
assistance to Bolivia was^being 
halted, exceik for food and other 
humanitarian programmes, "to 
demonstrate the depth of our con- 
cern over the military coup which 
halted this country's return to full 
dvQian democracy." 

The U.S. embassy staff in La Pax 
Is being out back and U.S. military 
advisers are being recalled. 

The Organization . of American 
Stales adopted a resolution at a 
Washington meeting on Friday con- 
dexnning the military takeover.

The jewels 
were one of four collections of 
similar value the prince planned to

. AMMAN. — EClng Husaeln of Jor- 
dan and Presfdent Saddam Hiuseln 
of soelaliat Iraq are building 
economic and political bridges 
Itetwceii their two countries, ending 
years of mutual suspicion and en- 
mity. 

The Ideologleally incompatihle 
neighbours are Increasingly seen as 
politically pragmatic 

''moderates," whether working to 
bring together eonservative Gulf 
states and radicab like Libya and 
Syria, or trying to coax Europe Into 
taking a pro-Palestinlan position. . 

The rapprochement has a prac- 
tical side as well. Jordanian of- 
flclab prabe Iraq for its prompt 
payment of aid pledged at Arab 
summits and for other Investment 
In Jordan. 

Diplomats In the Iraqi capital say 
Hussein's government b pleased 
with Its expanded use of Jordan's 
seaport at Akaba. 

The Improved relations have 
taken plaee against the background 
of their eommon coneem — shared 
by Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states 
— about the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan and the security 
vacuum created by the tall of the 
Shah of Iran. 

But the harmonising began 'with 
the agreement reached at the 1978 
Baghdad aummit eonferenee to ce- 
ment Arab opposition to the 
American-sponsored Camp David 
peace plan. 


Well-informed sources here say 
the Ir.iqis explain their Improved 
relations with Jordan by saying 
they arc eager to insure the king's 
resbtance of Joining Camp David. 
They also say they want to lessen 
Jordan’s traditional dependence on 
the West for arms and aid. 

Iraq pays 186 million dollars of 
the $1.25 billion promised Jordan 
annually at the Bagdad summit. 
"The Iraqis are always the first to 
pay up, on time and in full — with a 
public announcement of course," 
said a diplomat here. 

Diplomatic sources say only 
Libya has not paid its annual pledge 
to Amman. Algeria has paid part of 
its pledge, but the payment has not 
been publieizqd. 

Last year, about JTOOm. went 
straight Into Jordan's fl.TSb. 
budget, allowing a 20 per cent pay 
hike for government employees and 
a boost in development that b ob- 
vious in Amman’s building boom. 

The other $300m. b believed to be 
paying for more than 2S0 chieftain 
tanks purchased from Britain and a 
shipment of Mirage jetflghters 
from Prance. 

Before Baghdad. Jordan's 
balance of payments was an 
economist's nightmare: SSOOm. la 
exporb versus a two billion dollar 
import bill. Part of that balance-o^ 
payments deficit had been offoet by 
roughly a billion dollars sent home 
annually by Jordanians working 
abroad. Now the whole amount b 


covered. 

In addition to the antl-Camp 
David aid, Iraq Is now financing a 
roughly $i30m. project to upgrade 
Jordan's port at Akaba and con- 
struct a new, largely four-lane 
highway from Akaba to Baghdad. 

With a four-month backlog at Its 
Persian Gulf ports, Iraq began tur- 
ning to Akaba about two years ago 
to insure progress on its many 
development projects, diplomats 
say. 

Barely three years ago. Jordan 
nearly broke relations with 
Baghdad when a Jordanian student 
was hanged on a subversion 
charge. The student was believed to 
have been a member of a rival fac- 
tion Of Iraq's Arab Baath Socialist 
Party. 

Iraq bitterly criticised the king 
for driving the Palestinian 
terrorists out of Jordan In the after- 
math of "Black September" of 1970. 

Relations improved after the king 
recognised the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation as the "sole represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people" in 
1974, but only In recent years have 
the Iraqis toned down their radio 
broadcasts against the "reac- 
tionary" governments of the Arab 
world. 

By contrast, Iraqi' Foreign 
Minister Saddoun Hamadi was 
quoted as saying recently: 
"relations with Jordan are very 
good, and they are being developed 
further." (AP)

ALGERIA’S PRESIDENT Ben- 
Jadid Chadli has consolidated his 
authority after is months In office 
by slimming down foe quarrelsome 
and cumbersome poUtburo from 17 
to seven members (Including 
himself). 

Even more Important, he has 
weakened its powerful, decision- 
making role, baaed on the Soviet 
model, to that of a mere advisory 
coimetl. 

More Is to come. A government 
reshuffle is reported to be immi- 
nent — and Algeria Is waiting to see 
whose heads will fall. The reshuffle 
will be seen as another trial of 
stren^ for foe president, a bluff 
military man brought unwillingly 
to power as the military’s com- 
promise candidate in February last 
year after foe death of President 
Houari BoumAdienne. 

Chadli Is above all. anxious to 
curb, the excessive powers of 
cabinet ministers and "supers 
ministers." In the past, ministers 
have frequently held posts In the. 
poUtburo as well as in foe govern- 
ment. 

Some, like the now disgraced 
■ Belaid Abdesselam (former In- 
' dustries -Mlnlstec and economic 
«.«upremo) and Ahmed- Ghosall 
(former head of the huge state 
! hydrocarbons concern, Sonatrach) 
were a law unto themselves and ran 
their enterprises as states within a 
state, brooking no Interference. 

Two of foe coimtry’s most power- 
ful men. Prime Minister 
Abdefghani and foe head of gen- 
darmerie, Ahmed Beneherif. tove 
^en ousted from foe poUtburo and 
are almost certain to lose their 
places in the government reshuffle. 

President Chadli Is poised to push 
through major econo^c and social 
developments under the 1980-84 plan 
Just accepted by his party congress. 
The plan gives priority to bousing, 
water supplies, education and

health, and Is designed to hasten 
lagging d^elopment In important 
sectors such as agriculture, where 
production has been consistently 
declining. 

The plan does not envisage a real 
departure from the present 
development policy (which will, as 
always, be dependent on oil and gas 
exports), but there Is a change of 
concepts; politically ";^ire" Inter- 
pretations of soclaUst economic 
policy will give way to pragmatism, 
flexibility and small-scale 
organization. 

In his address to foe party con- 
gress.

Brahlmi also alluded to such 
heretical capitalist ideas as the 
links between supply and demand, 
between salaries and productivity 
— and said that the small private 
sector should play a bigger role.

Serious government crises — the kind that lead to early elec 
tions rather than to a reshuffling of the ruling coalition — have 
generally broken out over religious issues rather ihan questions 
of foreign, defence or economic policy. 

In some cases, for example, the resignation qf the Rablh 
government in December .1978 ostensibly . bn the issue of 
desecration of the Sabbath upon tbe arrival of Israel’s first F-15 
jet fighters, the real cause was the religious camp. 

Ih these days of the Iweakdowh of. tbe major political tor- 
mations In Israel, the NRP by comparison, often reflects an im- 
age of political stability solidity. But the truth is rather 
different. 

llxe NRP has always been a congeries of factions whose 
ferocious and jealous jockeying for power and position has often 
overshadowed the existence of the party as a unified entity. 

The party has mans^ed to live edth these Intramural wars 
and maintain its common framework laxg'ely due to the shared 
perception of the need to put. up a common front against the 
secular majority In the cb^ti^. But fhe ba^c thylsiqns within 
the party have been reflected in' its inabOity* to choose 'an 
accepted leader to replace the last of the if^F’s fbundi^ 
fathers, Moshe Haim Sh^ira, who died ten years ago. 

The internal furore set off by the decision of Minister for 
Religious Affairs Aharon Abubatseira to fire his director- 
general, Israel Lippel — both members of the same Likud I7t- 
mura faction — could spark a conflagration that would bring the 
Likud-NRP coalition down. 

Minister of Eldueation Zevulun Hamma'’s '*Touth Faction" 
has long been courting the *fLikud Utmtira*’ leaders to join them 
in retiring the party’s titular leader, Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg.

It was his 
first attempt at lithography, accor- 
ding to John Rennert, a poster con- 
sultant with Phillips Auctioneers, 
which sold the poster. 

The Moulin Rouge "Is conslderedl 
the most sought-after poster in the] 
world,”-Ren&ert said. 

About 1,000 copies of the poster 
were made by Lautrec from the 
stone cutting on which tbe artl^ 
made the Impression. Some 20 or 80 
probably remain, according to 
Rennert who estimated two-thirds 
were in museums.

THE 13TH HISTADRUT conven- 
tion’s second session, held last 
week, was described by the Labour 
Federation -leaders as an 
Ideological conference. This gives a 
sympathetic and Involved member 
of the rank and file an opportunity 
to make some Ideological com- 
ments. 

The Histadrut Is, indeed, the most 

varied and egalitarian social 
organisation in Israel. It numbers 
close to a million and a half mem- 
bers, among them Pretident Yitzhak 
Navon -and his predecessor, 
Ephraim Katrir; Housing Minister 
David Levy of Beit Shean and 
Professor Nathan Rotenstreich of 
the Hebrew University; and MKs 
Moshe Dayan and Meir WUner. 

D^pite this company, few of us 
are proud of being members of the 
Histadrut. Some of us are 
apathetic, and very many couch 
any reference to their affiliation ill 
apologetic terms. We do not 
applaud its successes, but publicly 
castigate every failure. For many, 
the Histadrut represents an 
anachronism which hss failed to 
disappear. 

We sometimes lo^ down imn 
Histadrut fimctionaries as if they 
were people unable to make a go of 
it In any other calling. They are the 
least popular of public servants. 
Many Israelis view their Histadrut 
membership as an unavoidable 
necessity, and contrive to keep 
quiet about It. A large segment of 
the intelligentsia and many 
professionals suffer from a sort of 
guilt complex, and hide their red 
membership booklet somewhere 
between passport and chequebook. 


SHEVAH WEISS puts forward suggestions for co-untering 
the popular misconception that the Histadrut is an agent 
of the state and restoring'it to a position of esteem. 


NOTHING IS more popular than 
ridiculing the Histadrut and taun- 
ting Its offlelals. Veteran Israelis 
are especially wont to do this, par- 
Ucularly those attached to the news 
media. The Image of most 
Histadrut aetivlata and officials as 
afinple. dull and a little out of it la 
apparently the main reason behind 
the cymeal folklore that surrounds 
It and all its works. In addition, the 
fact that it offers Its services to the 
public with a stubborn, condescen- 
ding approach has — paradoidcally 
— cheapened its image with that 
same public. 

Who among us does not 
sometimes make sarcastic 
remarks about the' attempts of a 
Histadrut "Kultumlk" to collect an 
audience for a lecture In the local 
cultural centre? Almost identical 
efforts by government, municipal 
cultural bodies are met with 
en^t^asm. understanding or at 
worst, apathy. Actl-vlties with a 
governmental tli^e somehow seem 
more "respectable." 

Vocational courses; adult even- 
ing schools; extensive and welcome 
educational activity among work- 
ing youth; wide-ranging sports 
programmes: entertainment 
evenings In settiemeiifs fdr iwntov- 
ed from urban cultural centres. 


seminars for school pupils at Ohalo 
on the Kinneret shore; ^ousands 
of educational enrichment 
programmes for moshavlm and 
ban fringe neighbourhoods — ml 
these activities sponsored by the 
Histadrut are constantly 
denigrated, despite the fact that the 
Histadrut is one of the few aoeioi 
organisations providing vital ser- 
vices to all comers at. popular 
prices. 

Kupat HoUm medical Mrvlces 
are taken for granted; no one im- 
agines that if the state had to supply 
the same facilities it would do so 
any better or charge as little for 
them. 

Any immigrant absorption work 
done by the state makes the 
headlines and gets extensive 
coverage in the media; but tiie 
Ristadrut's widespread activity 
among immigrants In the past, m- 
peclally during the period after tbe 
Six Day War, Is still an untold story. 

In recent yean, Histadrut in- 
stitutions have become the largest 
melting-pot fOr the second ZaraeL 
Some 30 per cent of tbe Hlstadrut’s 
cabinet, its central committee, are 
of Ron-Ashkenati origin, compared 
with 16 per cent of the state cabinet. 
Over 80 per cent of labour eouacil 
secretaries are of African ar Asian 
background, as oppMed to SO per 
cent of local government officials. 
Twenty-five per cent of labour 
coundl secretaries are from North 
Africa, compared with IQ per cent 
of all local council heads. A large 
proportion of impcfftant depart- 
ment heads In labour councils are 
non-Aahkenaal. 

Anyone who believes tiu^ ethnic 
integration is measured, in part,.by 
the extent of political parttolpation 
and number of public political 
positioas held by Oriental Jews 
must admire the Hlstadrut's con- 
tribution In tnta field. 

Tbe sweeping criticism of the 
Histadrut sometimes takes on 
paradoxical aspects. When it is 
headed by a stable man, 1 m is ac- 
cused of giving in to the 
government; when It was led by a 
fiery, unpredictable character, 
many — particularly veteran 
Labourites — accused 1^ of plac- 
ing obstacles In the path of the 
government and Its economic 
policy. 

When the Hstadrut’s Bevrat Ov- 
dim bolding company maintains 
unprofitable enterprises, it is ac- 
cused of being responsible for the 
ejdstence of a parasitic economy. 
But when it decides to close such a 
plant. It la charged with abandoning 
the workeni it is supposed to de- 
fend. 


for the difference between its real 
nature and its public image. Slziee 1 
am not a psychologist and have no 
research staff at my disposal. I can 
only do a brief and ujxscienUfic one 
here. 

When the state was established, 
most of the Hlstadrut's leaders 
transferred to government 
positions. The state, so long 
awaited, was a more exciting and 
respectable challenge. They moved 
from the Histadrut executive to the 
Knesset, and from heading labour 
councils to being mayors. .This 
process of political mobility was not 
only evidence of the low status of 
Histadrut jobs compared to state 
ones, but also left most ^tadrut 
instituttons In the hands of second- 
or third-rank leaders. Further- 
more, we turned out to be 
enchanted by etotiems. We mocked 
the Histadrut bureaucrats beyond 
their deserts, and were over- 
impressed by poUticians in govern- 
ment service. 

The tact that over the years, the 
Hlstadnit appeared to be overly 
coordinated with the government 
caused many to regard it as an 
agent of the bosses rather than a 
fighter tor workers’ rights. In most 
eases was, of course, an illusion 
and a function of lack of In- 
telUgenoe (and perhaps poor 
propaganda, too). 

A careful unbiased student of 
Israel's labour legialatiim and of 
most social benefits will easily ap- 
preciate the Hlstadrut's important 
achievements. Many were charm- 
ed ty the cloaaie tormuZa, dear and 
simplistic, of class struggle, and 
did not comprehend the meaning of 
"from class to nation." Likud and 
tbe Democratic Movement seem 
not to have understood it yet. They 
are undoubtedly the main breeding 
ground for tbe g;ap be tw ee n the 
Hlstadrut’s character and its im- 
age. 

Is the gap between character and 
image necessary? Qan It not be 
bridged? It would seem that 
aesthetic treatment, taken from the 
public relations sphere, cannot br- 
ing about ai^ significant change. 
The gap goes deep down to tbe roots 
of modem frraeZi society, and the 
treatment must therefore be 
radical.

SEVERAL POSSTBILITIBS for 
changing the situation can he 
suggested. 

Lowering tbe profile of the etaiiet 
spirit in our culture could lead to a 
re-valuatioa of aon-atste social In- 
stitutions, baaed on voluntarism. At 
the same time, the Histadrut must 
not. to principle be as agent of tbe 
govomment. RelaUooa between 
them must be defShefTby ad hoc 
agreements. There Is no doubt tbat 


the status of the Ifisiadnit haa riaen 
in the last few years becauae it l 2 M 
not been ah autottaOe agent of the 
government. . . 

The fact tbitt the Htotadnit has 
not fully sharpened Its sword 
against "breahees of dtselpUne"' 
has helped to dfa^d.lts hna^ as a 
"a tool of the state." The. 19TT up- 
heaval. provided a great c^portunl- 
ty tor these biasing an tod^iesdent 
non-syndicalist patiu 

With the Increasing 
bureaucratization of state ftme- 
tions, their anonymity has grown 
apace. This phenomenon. la the 
offspring of demographic and 
economic growth. It also un- 
doubtedly creates feelings of 
alienation. If the Histadrut 
succeeds in intiiodueing evi- 
dence of the human elements Into Its 
institutions and enterprises It will 
become more popular. Kupat 
WftHwi clinics, does offices, labour 
council offices. Histadrut factories, 
Hapoel clubs ^ all must serve as 
examples of human relatims (not 
"public relations'* of the kind 
lotown from the 'world of product 
packaging). 

Along the same Unea, It is still not 
too late to stop the process of 
bureaucratization and erosion of 
human qualities tbat so often 
affects state institutions. Here, 
perhaps, the grass-roots composi- 
tion of Histadrut officialdom mi^ 
help to prevent the spread of that 
nouveau ricfie snobbery that per- 
vades the civil service, were It not 
fpr the fact that the top echeton of 
Hevrat Ovdim themselves set a bad 
example. This must be ebang^. 

In recent years, tZte Histadrut 
done more than any other, 
single tnstitutton to Integrate non- 
Ashkenazim. If this continues, it 
could Increase the identtfleation of 
section of the Jewish popular 
tiotf with the Labour Federation. 

We are speaking here of hundreds 
of thousands of people. In the 
Histadrut, at least, there is a fair 
chance that the "second Israel’’ as 
a social concept will gradually dis- 
appear. 

Since most other voluntary in- 
stitxitiona in the country are virtual- 
ly closed to ^ but the upper-middle 
clan, the ifistadrut will remain 
almost the sole large organization 
open to "the people." Histadrut 
bodies such as Na’amat — formerly 
the Organization of Working 
Mothers — must retain their open 
and non-seleettve character and. of 
coarse, widen their public activities 
still further. 

* The poUtieal parties, which in 
recent years have been losing their 
ideol^cal identity, are concerned 
mainly with foreign policy and 
defence. The Hlatadrut has main- 
tained its broad Ideological outlook 


and could serve as a focus 
. socialist action, thus attraettaig 
teltectuals and some of the yociigi 
generation.

PROFESSOR Leonard Frin's letter 
to Prime Minister Begin and the 
prime minister's public response to 
The Jerusalem Paat of July 24, 
mark a new epoch of both confron- 
tation and affirmation between the 
Government of Israel and Jews in 
the American diaspora. 

■ The confrontation proceeds out of 
a presiuned affinnatlon of shared 
concerns about Israel’s existence, 
security and future. Prof. Feto in 
bis letter to Prime Minister Begin 
writes that those "who do not share 
our axiomatic commitments may 
seek to exploit sometime dis- 
agreement." To this tbe prime 
minister correctly responds that all 
Jews, whether living in Israel or In 
the diaspora, have the right to 
criticise tbe govenTunent of Israel 
and the prime minister, "any hour, 
day and night." Frfrne Minister 
Be^to. however, inserts the caveat, 
and in my view ri^tly so, that on 
matters ■ that relate to national 
security greater sell-dlselplloe 
needs to be exercised In huta 
la ’arete regarding any public outcry 
against Israel government policy. 

In my own public life, I have held 
the prime minister's view that 
attempted pressure on Israel on

security matters by Jews In 
America or Britain, or any other 
country, serves only Israel’s 
enemies.

It should be "axlomatte,'* to use 
Fein’s phrase, tor Jews not living in 
Israel to absolutely refrain (for 
what else can axiomatic mean) 
from rushing into public print ex- 
coriating Israel’s stance to. areas 
where its security is vitally 
affected. 

I believe there has been con- 
siderable damage done by Feto and 
others who published their 
criticism primarily for tbe con- 
sumption of American Jews.
